Wbiie living in South Groveland in the 


winter of 1M11 I went to a room occupied 
by Mr. Holland in the same house where I 
was living, and while under the influen'.'e 
of drink set fire to the bedding. 
I w.is 


governed 
by an uncontrrjlable impuls;, 


which 1 can only account for by the fact 
that 1 was under the influence of liquor. 


On Sunday, the ninth of December, 


3SOJ, I drank liquor before breakfast. 
About 12 o'clock i sent for half a gallon of 
old cider, and after drinkinc considerable 
of Ibis I have no retnerubrance of any oc- 
currence until I was awakened in uuy bed 
by Constable Livingston. I recognize and 
identify the half piut bottle of oil and the 
kerosene lamp which are snid to have been 
found at the church by Mr. McCarty, as 
my property, and as having been io my 
house prior to the h're, and. presume that 
while under the influence of liquor and not 
realizing what I was so doing, I may hitve 
gone to tbe church for the purpose of set- 
ting it on fire. 


I have carefully read the above state- 


ment and, swear that the same is true.

Tljf UMlerica Fire Case, 


The case of Mary O'Brien \ras tried this 


morning. 


Tbe. defendant was represented by J. E. 


Co»tel!o, Esq., of Boston and the. govern- 
ment by Lawyer O'Connell. 
The defend- 


ant waived the reading 
of. the complaint 


and pleaded Dot guilty. 


Mrs. O'Brien is a good looking woman, 


prepossessing i° appearance. 


Tbe first witness called for the govern- 


ment was the sexton, Timothy McCarthy, 
who testified that he and his wife saw the 
defendant trying to set fire to the church 
in the afternoon. 
She carried a bracket 


lamp with her which she afterward threw 
in the snow. 
On cross examination wit- 


ness said no part of the building was 
burned although the door was slightly 
charred. 
Mrs. McCarthy, wife of the first witness, 
corroborated her husband's testimony. Ou 
cross-examination, witness said that Alrfl. 
O'Brien had been asking for the priest all 
morning. When witness saw her slie was 
Btoopinz over at the door as if she was 
rapping on It. 


Constable Conway said that an inch of 


the door was blackened. 
The defendant 


told the witness that she liad drunk some 
cider and after having taken it remem- 
bered nothing until the time of her arresl. 
At the time of her confession she appeared 
very much excited. 


Asjt. Fr. Marshal Stone ; testified 
that 


Mrs. O'Brien had been summoned before 
ths state fire marshal in Boston. 
To him 


she said she had drunk a quantity of liquor 
that day but had no recollection of any 
fire. She identified the lamp which Mrs. 
McCarthy said she threw in the snow, but 
could not tell how Jt came in the snow. 


Mrs. O'Brien look the stand and ?aid 


tba** she had drunk considerable* liquor 
that day and remembered nothing iroiu the 
time she imbibed the liquor until Consta- 
ble Livingston aroused her and placed her 
under arrest. 


^To other evidence was put in and 
the 


defendant was placed under $800 bonds for 
her appearance before tbe erand jury,prob- 
able cause having been found.

PKICK OF 
COTTON. 


It Has Not Been So Low AH At Present 


for 4C Yearn, 


It is the generally accepted belief that the 
lowest prices of cotton have been seen and 
that the advance will prove a permanent 
recovery. 
While the extent of the crop is 


not known it is thought that the price of 
the at&ple was driven down loo low on tbe 
basis of any supposedly yield. The guesses 
of ten million bales for the crop find no 
very extended acceptance, while some- 
where in the neighborhood of nine mil- 
lions to fit the calculation of the ma- 
jority. 


The Financial Chronicle astonished the 


trarle a fortnight ago by figuring out a 
crop of only eight million, bales on 
the 


basis of the government estimates of yield 
per acre, and this suggestion was one of 
ihe stimulating factors which Jed to 
the 


late advance. 


As regards tho size of tha crop, it is 


noteworthy that the receipts of cotton, 
taking comparisons with the proportion 
of the crop received in former years at 
this time, point to a total of nearly 0.000- 
000 bales, bat this basis of calculation is 
evidently not determinative. 
Thus, on 


the basis of the cotton in sight last year at 
this time, the present crop figures about 
f),02n,000 bales, while tbe receipts are run- 
ning pretty evenly with those of the bin 
year 1801, when the crop totalled 0,038,000 
bales. In this year, too, there, was a great 
deal of cotton of the crop of 1890, which

TetuiH Settled Yustordny. 


The first test case under the actprohibit- 


ng intelligence office proprietors from tak- 
ng any money from applicants till the sit- 
uallon. has Brat been obtained, has been de- 
cided by Judge Hardy In the Boston munici- 
pal 'criminal court. The decision is that E, 
Howard Blcelow, the defendant, who Is a 
keeper of an employment bureau, Is, under 
the circumstances of the case, not auilty of 
a violation of tbe new act, which was 
passed this year. 


The defendant was charged with taking 


SI from James A. McDonald on Nov. 28 
last, without first bavins obtained the em- 
ployment sought by the latter. 
The police 


department manual, as It now stands, is In 
conflict with the strict language of the 
new law, in ihil It provides that the de- 
posit Lo be made by the applicant for work 
shall not be kept by the bureau proprietor 
longer than six days, in case tbe employ- 
ment ia not procured. 


In the present case, the deposit was not 


kept six days, ana the case was fought 
by both sides upon the legal construction 
of the new act.

Walter B. Wuodbury, says Tho Photo- 
graphic Times.

It seems to be 
horo more n scramble for position than for 
principle. 


"Our trades associations through years 


of struggle and honest work have acquired 
it high position whore we are recognized as 
valuable aids to the country's prosperity. 
1C party feeling were to creep into our 
trades unions they would be broken up Iu 
a year." 


AEr. Burns, in talking of the position the 


trades organizations occupy in publU es- 
timation, said: "It will be one of tho ob- 
jects of this convention ac least to see that 
in the free republic oC America their 
unions shall receive thac social recogni- 
tion and judicial uncl legal fair play that 
they ought to have in a land of equal suf- 
frage. 


"Trades unions in England do not re-
